Shortly after February 1948, Prantlsek HRBSEA, who had 
formerly held a position in the Pllsen Skoda Works, was appointed 
general manager of thlsplAnt. In 1949 he asked the Svit Research 
Institute in Qottwaldov to try to produce prototypes of nonmetal 
Shoulder plates for guns. The Research Institute produced some 
sauries of shoulder plates from hard rubber and sent theia to the 
armament plant in Uhersky Brod.

The Svit National Enterprise, Qottwaldov, Plant in Uhersky Brod 
was a siaall machinery production shop which became subordinate to 
Svit in early 1951. During 1951 this plant produced some textile

Ustl This production stop ped in the fall of 1951 *
